U.S. Under-Secretary 
Gerland said at the end of 
ἃ day-and-a-half visit on Wednes- 
day, and talks with Egyptian of- 
ficials, including Prime Minister 
Mamdouh Salem, that he was en- 
couraged by a potential §500m. im- 
provement in Egypt's balance of 
payments deficit next year. 

But he added he “wouldn't be 
satisfied unti} projects are signed. I 
am encouraged by the willingness 
on the part of the leadership to 
make the necessary changes but I 
am not satisfied.” 

Parsky told a news conference at 
the U.S. Embassy he was here at 
President Ford’s request to see how 
foreign investment can be encourag- 
ed after Sadat's recent U.S. visit.

LISBON (UPI). — The sixth 
provisional govermment went on 
strike yesterday and vowed ποῖ 
to return to work until the mili- 
tary guarantees to halt the ris- 
ing anarchy in the streets 
Lisbon.

More than 10,000 
then flocked to the President's 
Belem Palace to chant for the cre- 
ation of a new Soviet-style “peo- 
ples" government, forcing President 
Francisco da Costa Gomes to go 
elsewhere to hold his crisis talks. 

Teen-age toughs wandered 
through the city threatening shop- 
keepers with violence unless they 
supported the leftist general strike 
by shutting. Corrugated iron shut- 
ters clanged down in the face of 
the warnings in some - 
hoods, but business activity in the 
city centre remained normal. 

The Socialist-dominated Cabinet 
made its move to suspend govern- 
menial activity in a pre-dawn 
statement that said the ministers 
would not return to their offices 
until Costa Gomes and the military 
could guarantee their personal 
safety and authority in the streets. 
“Certain developments in the past 
few days have jeopardized the very

Pilotless Soyuz 
docks with lab 


MOSCOW (AP). — A Soviet space 
expert said yesterday successful 
docking of an unmanned spaceship 
with an orbiting leboratory shows 
the procedure can be used to re- 
supply the lab or to carry out 
rescue operations in space. 


On Wednesday, the Soviets an- 
nounced the pilotless Soyuz 20 had 
automatically docked with the un- 
Manned Salyut <4 space lab that 
has been in orbit nearly 11 months. 


It was the first time the Soviets 
have sent an unmanned ship to 
dock with a space lab. The Salyut 
4 has been manned twice before 
during its life, and cosmonaut 
Konstantin Feoktistov said a third 
crew could have been sent to the 
lab. 


Quoted by “Tass,” the Soviet 
news agency, Feoktistov said the 
automatic docking “opens up real 
chances for a more economical or- 
ganization of space research.” 


He said the Soyuz 20, for example 
could have carried scientific equip- 
ment, food reserves or drinking 
water to a crew aboard the space 
lab.

Does the Swedish way provide a 
remedy against the current 
economic siump and the threatening 
crisis of democracy? In trying ta 
answer this, three points must be: 
kept in mind. First, social equalisa- 
tion in Sweden has been greatly 
facilitated by its ethnic and cultural 
homogeneity. With the exception of 
tiny Lapp and Finn minorities, all 
people speak the same language, 
and have a common history. Equally 
uniform ts the Evengelic Lutheran 
Church, in its largely secularized 
manner. Sweden has never been con- 
qvered, and bears no traces of 
hostility due to foreign domination. 
Since the early Middle Ages it has 
been a unified kingdom.

“AS USUAL, a proposal to unite and reorganize several gov- 
ernment ministries has become entrapped in conflict over the 
, personal and political ramifications of the suggested change. 

But in large part, Mr. Rabin, who is advocating the move, is 
himself to blame. Only last month he announced that he would 
not adopt the proposal, submitted by Minister Gideon Hausner, 
to combine the Labour and Social Welfare Ministries into one 
Ministry for Social Betterment. Now with the NRP’s Zevulun 
Hammer already sworn in as Welfare Minister, the Prime 
Minister is risking not only the ire of Hammer and his party 
but also of Labour Minister Moshe Baram and presumably 
other Mapai stalwarts, who do not want to see Mr. Baram 
shunted — nor give over the enlarged ministry to Mapam 
as Mr. Rabin has proposed. 

Some party insiders doubt whether the Prime Minister is 
genuinely ready to risk his prestige over an issue with so 
many political pitfalls. 

Be would have done earlier spadework in the Labour Party 
to obtain consent for the change, they believe, and not have 
jeft the decision for the Cabinet, the forum where the very 
ministers who feel threatened by the move can mount the 
most resistance. 

It is unfortunate that this proposal to streamline govern- 
ment operations which would also shift the Public Works de- 
partment to an enlarged ministry including Housing, should 
be sidetracked in such a way. But reorganization must also 
be based on more than a desire to unite ministries. It must 
reflect as well a clear conception of the social goals a united 
ministry is to fulfil. 

In the case of the Hausner proposal for ἃ Social Betterment 
Ministry, this is not at all apparent. If, for example, it is 
based on the premise that sociai problems, like the economic 
and cultural gap between different sectors of the nation, or 
aberrant behaviour of marginal groups in our society, should 
be viewed — and treated — largely as a matter of manpower 
waste — and thus given over to a combined Labour-Welfare 
ministry — it leaves much room for serious questioning. ‘Wel- 
fare could after all be linked with the Health Ministry if 
conceived differently, or, if our social problems were seen in 
terms of education, linked with a super ministry of education. 

It is the anderlying conception of the Hausner Plan which 
should be up for discussion therefore, rather than the per- 
sonal and party problems which it has stirred up. This is es- 
pecially the case since our welfare institutions are not simply 
under the jurisdiction of a ministry, but also controlled by the 
local municipalities. Any serious attempt to streamline our 
social welfare services, under a cogent conception of “social 
betterment," would have to confront this fact. 

Tf it is that is wanted, why should only the 
Labour and Welfare ministries be the targets? Why not tour- 
ism, communications, transport and police. If it is reform of 
cur social betterment programmes that is the aim, why the

If he 
ean narrow the balance of 
payments deficit and improve 
the eral economic outlook, 
the Premier believes he will be 
able to face a possible confronta- 
tion with the U.S. in 1977 from a 
position of strength.

None of 
the experts seems to think so. 

His own advice to the Labour 
Alignment would be: seek a 
mandate from the nation to 
negotiate with all our neighbours 
on the best terms possibile, draw 
up at last a bold and realistic 
peace plan — and seek to win 
U.S. support for it. 

Like the government, Eban 
sees almost no hope of an in- 
terim accord with Syria.
